The  Outline  of  the  Plan  for  hfegot let ions  with 
Germany,  Italy  and  the  Soviet  Union. 

1.  To  have  the  Soviet  Union  accept  Foreie^n  Mnister  Fibbentrop's 
pirn,  m  line  with  this  policy,  to  ^iet  the  Soviet  Union  to  co-operate 
’•’ith  the  policy  of-  Japan,  Germfny  and  Italy  as  to  the  overthrow  of 
England.  At  the  same  time,  to  ensure  the  adjust?r,ent  of  diplenftic 
relations  between  Japan  and  the  Soviet  Uhion. 

2.  The  following.;  will  be  the  general  terras  of  adjustment  of  the 
diplomatic  relations  bet\:een  Japan  and  the  Soviet  union.

c.  To  conclude  a  new  aereement  which  would  include  all  the  above- 
mentioned  clauses,  and  a’t  the  same  time,  abolish  the  old  rights 
agreement ,
